heard the man she loved say he could 
not marry her because of il] health, she 
prepared her best white dress, wrote a 
note asking that her engagement ring be 
left on her finger, drank carbolic acid and 
died 30 minutes later at her home, in 
Millstadt, Ill., Sunday. 

In the note she spoke of her sweet- 
heart as “My Darling George,”’ and di- 
rected that jewelry and personal effects 
be given to his sisters and mother. 

At her home it was said she had been 


engaged to George Ernst, who is in the 
grocery business at 1200 South Seventh 
street. Ernst is ill. Miss Sander’s sui- 
cide followed immediately upon her re- 
turn from §8t. Louis, where she had 
talked with Ernst. 

Miss Sander had been employed in St. 
Louis. Her father, Fred Sander, lives 
with a married daughter, Mrs. Richard 
Muskopf, in Millstadt. Miss Sander, a 
suit case in her hand, appeared at thea 
Muskopf home Sunday morning. Her 
face was drawn and she looked fatigued. 
After she had been in the house a few 
minutes she said she would lie down. 


Remembers Her Friends, 


At 10 o’clock she went into a bedroom. 
Half an hour later Mrs. Muskopf found 
her unconscious, with a bottle that had 
contained carbolic acid lying nearby. A 
physician was summoned but Miss San- 
der died before he arrived. 

Her note, sealed, read: . - 

“Dear father, sister ‘eiabbrothastt For- 


give me for what I am about to de, but 


I am tired of life. Everything seems to 
be going against me. In case I die be- 
fore 12 o’clock call up Jake (méaning a 
brother of George Ernst), and tell him 
to send word to my darling George. God 
only knows how I hate to leave hit, 
but it is all for the best. 

‘When I am gone you can take any 
of my things that you want and use 
them. I want you to leave my engage- 
ment ring on my finger. My little dia- 
mond, save that for Baby Earl (Mrs. 
Muskopf’s child). My ruby and pearl 
ring, give that to Mamie. My emerald 
to Ida, and my diamond pin to Katy, 
for she has been the truest friend I 
ever had. There ought to be more like 
her. 

‘Tell them all good-by for me and 
always be good to George for my sake. 
I will close now. Kiss the baby for 
me. Now and forever, good-by.

Prepared Her Shroud. 


Mamie, Ida and Katy mentioned in 
the note are sisters of George Ernst. 

The envelope was sealed and ad- 
dressed to Mrs. ‘Muskopf. On it was 
written, “Put those clothes on me that 
are in the suitcase.’’ 

When the suitcase was opened the 
family found there Miss Sander’s white 
uress. It had been pressed recently 
and was carefully folded. She will be 
dressed as she requested, all in white, 
with the engagement ring, mute symbol 
of her love, her happiness and her 
greater grief, on her finger, and the 
locket, another souvenir of the love that 
led her into death, will He at her white 
throat. 

Funeral arrangements had not been 
made Monday morning, nor had an in- 
quest been held.

The first matter taken up was. a 
check for $126,000 drawn by Mr. Morse 
on Oct. 16. E. B. Wire, former cashier 
of the National Bank of North Ameri- 
ca, said Otto Heinz & Co, tried to bor- 
row $126,000 from the bank and failed to 
get it. 

On Oct. 16, F. Augustus Heinze called 
to see Mr. Morse and later a check for 
$126,000, drawn by Mr. Morse and cashed 
at the Mercantile National Bank, came 
back to the Bank of North America. 
Mr. Morse then had a balance of be- 
tween $3000 and $4000 in the bank. Mr. 
Wire said he reported the overdraft to 
Mr. Morse’s secretary. 

It came out on cross-examination that 
Mr. Morse kept a large amount of col- 
lateral in the loan department of the 
National Bank ef North America to 
protect any checks that unexpectedly 
came in. The total value of Oct. 20 of 
this collateral, the Hist of which was 
read to the jury by Mr. Olcott, was 
$701,140. On the same day Mr. Morse 
owed the bank $660,000. 

Mr. Wire testified that neither Mr. 
Curtis nor Mr. Morse had ever in- 
structed him to make improper or 
wrong entries in the Comptroller’s re- 
ports. Mr. Wire said he knew the loans 
to Davison Brown of $136,000 was really 
an obligation of Mrs. Kathefine Gel- 
shenen and that she used the proceeds 
to deal in ice stock and got the profits 
thereon. 

It came out that other loans were 
made by the bank for speculation in ice 
stock and that while profits were cred- 
ited to the borrowers, some of the 
losses were charged’ against the bank.

“SUPPLY IS EXHAUSTED” 





Many Kansas Towns Tap 
Pipes Before Output Enters 
Missouri. 





J. C. Noble, who offered to bet $10,000 
that one of his natural gas wells in the 
Hogshooter district in Oklahoma is thy 
greatest producer in the world, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that one 
of the principal reasons why the na- 
tural gas supply of Kansas City is in- 
adequate to meet the demand in ths 
present cold spell is that the Barnsdal! 
syndicate is supplying numerous Kan- 
sas towns from its pipes before Kansas 
City is reached. 

“The Barnsdall people are supplying 
nearly all the towns with natural gas 
between Independence, Kan., and Kan- 
sas City,’’ said Noble, “and that draws 
upon the supply to such an extent that 
there is not enough left to give the 
people of Kansas City what they need. 
If Barnsdall gets a franchise here he 
will have to supply Kansas City, St. Jo- 
seph, the Kansas and Oklahoma towns 
before he gets his gas to St. Louis. Tho 
supply of gas is poor in Kansas City, 
and there was a great deal of complairt 
last year. 

Rodgers’ Holdings More Extensive. 

‘*‘Barnsdall claims 80 per cent of the 
gas in the Hogshooter district. He has 
not more than five to. eight per cent 
of it. Rodgers’ holdings in the proven 
gas district are much more extensive 
than Barnsdall’s. 

“‘Most of Barnsdall’s acreage in Okla- 
homa is oil territory. Gas wells in oil 
territory are short lived and the gas 
is of poor quality. The gas is found 


in the sand above the oil, and does 
not last long. Rodgers’ gas in the 
Hogshooter district is virgin stuff, and 
if he gets the franchise he will pipe it 
direct to St. Louis without stopping to 
supply any other city or town. 

‘“‘Barnsdall holds a large part of his 
lands under lease from an Osage In- 
dian chief. These leases will expire 
in eight years and cannot be renewed. 


Acquires More Wells. 
“Within the past few days Rodgers 
has acquired an additional 90,000,000 
cubic feet of gas a day, which brings 
the capacity of his gas wells up to 


400,000,000 cubic feet. All of this gas is 
held subject to the demands of St. 
Louis, in the event we get the fran- 
chise.”’ 

Rodgers authorized -his attorney, 
George V. Reynolds, to challenge Barns- 
dall to make a competitive showing be- 
fore the Municipal Assembly of the gas 
holdings of the two syndicates. He said 
he was ready and willing to submit his 
leases, verified by the records of the 
counties in which they are granted, if 
Barnsdall will do the same thing. 
Noble came to St. Louis Monday with 
Capt. J. S. Laney. Noble owns some 
large gas wells in Oklahoma, which are 
under elase to Rodgers.

FOLK MUST BE 
DONE IN A URRY 


Republicans Forced to Use 
Democratic Ballot and 
Write In 44 Names. 


PRACTICE IS NECESSARY 
Five Minutes in Booth Too 
Short if Voter Is Unfamil- 
iar With Ticket. 











Republicans who intend to vote for 
Folk for United States Senator will have 
to practice on the job before they go 
to the polls next Tuesday. Otherwise 
they will be in danger of having time 
called on them before they get their 
ballots fixed. 

The election law allows each 
five minutes to prepare his ballot. After 
that time any judge or clerk of election 
has the right to order him to make 
room for someone else. 

It will take from seven to ten min- 
utes for a Republican voter, without 
previous practice, to prepare a ballot 
which will count for Folk and for the 
Republican national, State and city can- 
didates. 

How to Vote for Folk. 

To vote for Folk for Senator, a Dem- 
ocratic ballot must be used. To write 
Folk’s name on a Republican ballot will 
not help him in the least. So the Re- 
publican who wishes to vote for Folk, 
and at the same support his own party 
ticket, must take the Democratic ballot, 
scratch the names of all candidates ex- 
cept Folk and write in the names of 
the Republican candidates. He can get 
the names from the Republican ballot, 
which he will have in his hand. 

There will be 4 or 44 names to 
scratch, according to the number of leg- 
islative candidates, which varies in dif- 
ferent districts. And there will be 41 
or 42 names to write in. 

And some of the names to be written 
in are what the irreverent call “‘peach- 
amaloos.” For instance, Diffenderffer. 
Gmelich, Schneiderhahn, Fulkerson, 
Bartholdt, Trieseler. And they must all 
be spelled right, or some critical elec- 
tion official may move to throw the 
ballot out. 

Electors’ Names Unfamiliar. 

The heart-breaking part of the task 
will be writing in the names of the 
18 Republican presidential electors. 
This is necessary, if the ballot is to 
count for Taft and Sherman. 

With no désire to reflect on the local 
eminence of the Republican presidential 
electors, it may be safely said that 
nearly all their: names are wholly un- 
familiar to St. Louis voters. And easy- 
to-spell names are exceptional among 
them. Care must also be taken to wri‘te 
each name in the district to which it 
belongs. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter, starting out 
with well-sharpened pencil, timed him- 
self Monday in the work of scratching 
out all the names but Folk’s on the 
Democratic ballot, and writing the 
names of 42 Republicans in the proper 
places. The ballot published in a Mon- 
day morning paper was used for the 
purpose. The work took exactly eignt 
minutes. 

The Missouri election law does not al- 
low the pasting of printed names on a 
ballot. All changes must be made in 
writing. 

West End Enroliment Large. 

The name of Joseph W. Folk leads a'l 
the rest on the Democratic ticket, The 
scratching process, for the Republican 
who wishes to vote for Folk, will begin 
with the next names, those of Victor 
Gebhardty and Wiliam Joel Stone, and 
will continue all he way down the 
ticket. 

If the Republican voter wishes to 
vote for some of the Democratic State 
vs local candidates, he will save some 
time in his tiresome copying task. 
Some of the Republicans who intend 
to vote for Folk are anti-Kerens men 
who believe Kerens has the Republican 
nomination “sewed up,’ and they will 
vote for Democratic legislative candi- 
dates, to lessen Kerens’ chance of ac- 
tually going to the Senate. 

Besides the long array of candidates, 
there are eight amendments to the 
State Constitution, and three local bond 
issue propositions, to vote on. These 
al] appear on all the party tickets, and 
are voted on by scratching the attached 
“vou” .or "Ré.” 

In some of the precincts of the West 
End wards, especially the Twenty- 
eighth, the enrollment is so large thet 
there is difficulty, under ordinary con- 
ditions, in providing room for all the 


rvoters during the morning and evening 


rush hours. 

If many Republicans take the time and 
trouble to vote for Folk in those pre- 
cincts, there will be lines of waiting 
men that will make a pay-as-you-enter 
ear rush look tame.

During this time there had been con- 
siderable talk among Messrs. Sherman, 
Casson, Babcock, Philip and Burke as 
to the timber resources of the Western 
country, and especially as to the possi- 
bility of getting such lumber for a com- 
pany to be formed; and Mr. Burke stat- 


ed that there. was considerable timber 
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in the Territory of New Mexico which 
had passed to that Territory previously 
by a congressional grant, under the 
terms of which some ten million acres 
of public lands, the property of the 
United States, were ceded to the Terri- 
tory of New Mexico for certain specific 
purposes, the lands or the proceeds of 
the same to be used by the Territory 
for educational and other purposes. 

The grant which conveyed these lands 
to the Territory had a restrictive clause 
which forbid the Territory from grant- 
ing to any one individual or company 
any more than 160 acres. 


Territory Indorsed Scheme. 

Mr. Burke stated that it hau been the 
policy of the Territory of New Mexico 
to «€©evade.§6 «6this” restrictive policy by 
standing by and permitting a number 
of individuals to make application to 
the Land Board of the Territory of New 
Mexico for 160 acres of land and subse- 
quently, after the application had been 
approved, to permit those individuals to 
turn over their lands so secured to a 
particular company or to a_ particular 
person, as the case might be. 

By such means it had been possible 
for companies or individuals to secure 
large acreage in that Territory; as in 
the instance of the Northwestern Rail- 
way Co. and the Phelps-Dodge Co., 
whereby one of these companies, by 
the use of dummies (men) had been 
abie to acquire upward of 125,000 acres 
of land in what is known as the El 
Capitan timber district of New Mexico, 
this particular land being worth 2 
times what it was sold for. 

The same congressional grant provided 
that the minimum price at which sales 
of public land should be made by the 
Territory of New Mexico was $1.25 an 
acre.

Burke stated that there was a large 
tract of pine timber west of Albu- 
querque in what is known as the Zuni 
Mountains, and that the timber was 
of valuable character. 

This particular Zuni timber was with- 
in the lines of the grant made to the 
Atchisen, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, 
under the terms of which grant alter- 
nate section of 650 acres each passed 
to the railroad company and the re- 
maining sections remained the prop- 
erty of the United States and when the 
grant was made by the Federal Govern- 
ment to the Territory of New Mexico 
that Territory selected the remaining 
sections and held them at that time. 

The railroad company, however, had 
sold and disposed of its holdings in that 
particular section to the Mitchell 
Brothers, a firm of Wisconsin lumber- 
men, who later sold their holdings to 
the American Lumber Co., now operat- 
ing at Albuquerque. 

Land Rich in Timber. 

This Zuni timber consisted of fine, 
clean trees with no underbrush and no 
possible danger of loss by fire, and the 
timber would cut from 5000 to 15,000 feet 
per acre, and was also accessible, touch- 
ing the railroad all the way from Grant, 
N. M., to a point west of Bluewater 
Gap, a distance of 75 miles or more, at 
which latter point the Mitchell brothers 
had established a mill and had from that 
point extended a railroad into the tim- 
ber. 

The acreage was extensive, there be- 
ing at that time 150,000 or 175,000 acres 
of timber land which was the property 
of New Mexico and of which it had not 
disposed of any part. 

In Central New Mexico, in the Man- 
zano Mountains, there was another tract 
of timber land, the property of the Ter- 
ritory of New Mexico, which it had ob- 
tained under the same Federal grant, 
consisting of about 100,000 acres, and the 
timber being similar to that in the Zuni 
Mountains and none of which had been 
disposed of by the Territory of New 
Mexico. 

The Land Board of the Territory of 
New Mexico, which was vested by law 
with sole power and authority to dispose 
of said lands in accérdance with the 
terms and conditions of the Federal 
grant, censisted at that time of M. A. 
Otero, then Governor of the Territory of 
New Mexico; A. A. Keen, Superintend- 
ent of Public Lands, and Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Bartlett and ‘thelr officé was at

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BENTON ON “PAIRING.” 

Senator Stone has not attempted to explain 
the bad spots in his senatorial record. The 
vote which he cast on the wrong side of several 
important measures he passes over in silence. 
His general defense for his non-voting record— 
a record of 78 absences in 105 roll-calls, is that 
he was “paired.” This is inferred from his ex- 
cuses for several absences in which he says he 
was “paired.” ‘The habit of “pairing” in Con- 
gress is condemned by conscientious public men 
who recognize that “pairing” is only a make- 
shift to avoid the appearance of deliberately 
deserting the post of duty; but it represents, 
unless imperative necessity compels it, neglect 
of duty. The right view of the practice—the 
view held by high-minded statesmen, was force- 
fully expressed by Missouri’s greatest Senator, 
Thomas H. Benton, who wrote in his “Thirty 
years in the United States Senate: 

“Members pair off and do as they please— 
either remain in the city; refusing to attend to 
any duty, or go off together to neighboring 
cities; or separate, one staying and one going; 
and the one that remains some times standing 
up in his place and telling the Speaker of the 
House that he had paired off, and so refusing 
to vote. * There is no justification for 
such conduct, and it becomes a facile way of 
shirking duty, and evading responsibility. * * * 
If a member is under a necessity to go away 
the rules of the House require him to ask leave; 
and“the journals of the early Congresses are 
full of such applications. If he is compelled to 
go, it is his misfortune and should not be com- 
municated to another. This writer has never 
seen an instance of it in the Senate during his 
30 years of service there; but the practice has 
since penetrated’ that body; and ‘pairing off’ 
has become as common in that house as in the 
other, in proportion to its numbers and with an 
aggravation of the evil, as the absence of a 
Senator is a loss to‘his State of half its weight.” 

In the light of this condemnation of “pairing” 
from the standpoint of the high-minded states- 
man, Senator Stone’s excuse is shabby. It brands 
him as a man who fails to give his State, at 
least, half of the service to which it is entitled. 
He did not “pair off’ when he was representing 
a corporate interest. 
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It seems to be conceded that Taft and Bryan 
will cut into the Debs vote somewhat.

For this reason we have reason to feel satis- 
fied at the happy event in Yokohama. Jingoism 
can find no. comfort in it save by attributing 
to the Japanese the’ most absurd hypocrisy. 
The visit of the fleet was a most fortu- 
nate occasion for the manifestation of real 
national good feeling, and no sensible man will 
think of it in any other view. 

The Japanese want peace, not war. They have 
enough on their hands to keep them busy 50 
years developing their domestic institutions and 
establishifg them on durable foundations. They 
will no doubt mind their own business, and if 
we do the same we shall continue to be good 
friends.

Mains for Natural Gas. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Now that there is a possibility of getting cheap 
gas in St. Louis, a few facts relative to quality and 
distribution may not be out of place. The-writer was 
employed at Coffeyville, Kan., when gas was first 
piped there in 1892 and later at Kansas Ctty in 
18% And 1896, so can speak from experience. Mr. 
Weidmer, in an interview in your paper some time 
ago, said he understood natural gas was al) right 
for fuel purposes, but was a poor flluminant, and 
this seems to be the impression of a good many. 
Thé facts are natural gas burned with an ordinary 
jet gives a red flame similar to that of a coal-oll 
lamp, but when a Welsbach mantle is used gives 
a better light than artificial gas. In 189% Kansas 
City was paying $1.40 for gas to the Kansas City 
Gas Co., and when the late \R. M. Snyder organized 
the Missouri Gas Co. for the purpose of supplying 
gas at $1 in competition with the Kansas City Gas 
Co. it was necessary to duplicate the o'd company’s 
street mains in practically every‘street in the city. 
Of course streets had to be torn ‘*up; but even So, 
even at that it paid. Later, when these two coni- 
panies were consolidated and supplied artificial gas 
at $1, their street mains had a capacity of double 
the gas output; in other words, could carry twice 
as much gas as was then used. Still, when natural 
gas was brought to Kansas City, they were found to 
be totally inadequate for the supply. Now if it was 
necessary to quadruple the street mains in Kansas 
City in the last 12 years in order to get an adequate 
supply, I can’t see how Mr. Sanderson ts going to 
use the present Laclede mains and give satisfac- 
tion.

Mr. Straus 
further says: “He would take the banking system 
out of the hands of the people and place it in the 
hands of the Government.” Is Mr. Straus foolish 
enough to believe the people who can read the Dem- 
ocratic platform will “swallow” this. It ig mr. 
Straus’ party that will take the banks out of the 
hands of the people, by means of their postal gay- 
ings bank, which is a scheme born in Germany and 
only used in such king-ridden nations as Italy, Ger- 
many, England, Russia and Spain. Mr. Bryan's 
method is to let the banks run their own business, 
but to control them only to the extent of seeing 
that their depositors get a fair chance of getting 
back the money they put in the banks. Mr, Bryan’s 
method is American and Democratic, while the Re 
publican scheme is socialistic and foreign.
